WASHINGTON, March 6.—(/)— 
A compromise method of clapping a 
broad tax on undistributed corporation 
earnings, key proposal in the Roose- 
velt tax program, was suggested to- 
day by members of the house ways 
and means subcommittee on taxes. 

Their suggestion, roughly, was: 

If a corporation diverts a high per- 
centage of its profits into reserves, in- 
Wtead of distributing them to its stock- 
holders as dividends, a stiff tax should 
be levied on the amount so withheld. 

If a corporation turns most of its 
earnings into dividends and diverts 
only a small percentage into reserves 
the tax rate on the sum diverted 
should be proportionately lighter. 

That the schedules be so arranged 
that a corporation falling in the lat- 
ter group would pay a total of fed- 
eral taxes no greater than is exacted 
by thé law now in effert.” he 


To illustrate, one committeeman 
said a 15 per cent tax might be ap- 
plied when a corporation converts 10 
per cent of its profits into reserves, 
and scaled upward to a point at which 
a corporation withholding 40 per cent 
of its earnings would pay at a rate 
of 45 per cent. 

Vinson Supports Plan. 

Such a plan, it was argued, would 
meet the insistence of treasury spokes- 
men that there be no exemption from 
the new corporation levy, and at the 


game time satisfy general objections 
by permitting accumujation of rea- 
sonable working reserves without un- 
duly heavy taxation. 

By contrast with the arrangement 
proposed today, President Roosevelt 
this week suggested a heavy tax on 
undistributed profits, the rate increas- 
ing with their amount, but with no 
regard to whether 10 per cent or 90 


per cent of profits was withheld from 
the stockholders. 

Chairman Samuel B. Hill, demo- 
erat, Washington, said the new sug- 
gestion, coming from within the sub 
committee, received attention at to- 
day's session, at which treasury ex- 
perts again were present.

FARMERS. URGED 
TO BAGK SOIL ACT 


Wallace Announces Prob- 
able Contributions of 
Land to Soil Depletion. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., March 6.—@)— 
A tumultuous ovation for Secretary 
Wallace here today at a regional meet- 
ing of farm leaders was followed 
quickly by an outburst of criticism as 
an Alabama delegate demanded to 


receive a fair share of soil conserva- 
tion subsidy payments. 

Speaking at a hurriedly called gen- 
eral session near noon, after a morn- 
ing of executive committee meetings, 
Wallace urged the farmers to pledge 
their faith to the administration’s 
$500,000,000 soil conservation pre- 
gram as a long-range plan dedicated 
to the general welfare of the United 
States. 

The south, Wallace said, might be 
expected to contribute 12,000,000 to 
18,000,000 acres of the diverted soil- 
depleting crop lands this year. Of 
this amount, he added, 11,000,000 
acres probably would be cotton lands. 

Wallace Departs. 

Closing his address amid wild ap- 
plause, Wallace- hurried from the 
platform in a local hotel ballroom. 
W. H. Robertson, a delegate from 
Auburn, Ala., leaped to his feet. 

Robertson address H. R. Tolley, 
former assistant AAA administrator, 
who was attempting to adjourn the 
session. 

“Do you expect the south,” Robert- 
gon shouted, “to account for 43 per 
cent of the acres to be shifted to 
conserving crops this rear in return 
for only 21 per cent of the total 
amount of subsidy money?” 

Tolley was visibly stunned by the 
inquiry. Farmer delegates, many of 
them halfway out of the hall, stopped 
and turned. Reflecting a moment, 
Tolley replied that statements con- 
cerning such a distribution of funds 
“have not come from this platform.” 

Later, Wallace declined comment on 
the Robertson outburst. 

Warning the delegates that “efforts 
will be made in ensuing years to take 
the soil conservation act away from 
the farmers,” Wallace said: 

“T hope you will hold as resolutely 
onto this act as I formerly said I[ 
hoped you would hold onto the proc 
essing taxes so long as tariff walls 
existed.

SSUED BY HITLER 


Locarno Treaty Signers 
Invited To Confer With 
Nazi Dictator Today. 


BERLIN, March 6.—()—Adolf 
Hitler tonight called a special session 
of thé German reichstag for tomor- 
row and invited ambassadors of the 
four nations which signed the Le 


national assembly convenes. 

With a terse announcement the 
reichsfuebrer summoned the members 
of the German parliament to nieet 
at noon tomorrow. Shortly after- 
ward he invited the British, Hrench, 
Italian and Belgian ambassadors to 
call on him successively beginning at 
10 a. m. Well-informed sources said 
that Hitler, speaking personally be- 
fore the réichstag, will make a last 
appeal to the Locarno signatories to 
observe the spirit and the letter of 
the treaty guaranteeing mutual se- 
curity in western Europe. 

Only if this appeal fails, these in- 
formed sources declared, will Germany 
move to the final consequence of de- 
nouncing the five-power pact. 

Army Staff Meets. 

It was further learned that the 
army general staff met today to con- 
sider a subject the nature of which 
was not disclosed. This meeting was 
considered to have unusual signifi- 
cance in the light of the forthcoming 
reichstag session, officially announced 
to consider “administrative explana- 
tions” which were expected to deal 
with the Locarno treaty and the fu- 
ture German course in the Rhineland. 

Announcement of the parliamen- 
tary session climaxed a day crammed 
full of diplomatic maneuvering in 
expectancy of Hitler's latest “gift” 
to the nation before the annual memo- 
rial day Sunday. 

The first indications of the special 
session were contained in reports that 
reichstag members had been summon- 
ed tothe capital for a “get-together” 
session. Nazi offices refused to con- 
firm the reports and embassy offi- 
cials hurried from one building to an- 
other in a vain effort to obtain an 
official announcement. of the pending 
developments. 

_ _ Te Broadcast Session. 

Finally, the official news bureau 
made a brief announcement of the ees- 
sion together with the statement that 
the reichstag session would be broad- 
cast throughout the nation.

One bullet struck the railing of the 
diplomatic gallery where Charles 8. 
Wilson, United States minister to 
Yugoslavia, sat with other foreign rep- 
resentatives. Wilson, whose home is 
in Bangor, Maine, remained in_ his 
seat while some other diplomats scur- 
ried for cover. 

Premier Stoyadinovich ducked un- 
der the desk of the speaker’s rostrum. 
The three other shots buried them- 
selves in the floor. 

Other deputies brandished pistols 
and a dozen of them pounced on the 
assassin, Damian Arnantovich, crush- 
ing him to the floor. Gendarmes who 
led out the 40-year-old Arnantovich, 
a Macedonian school teacher and dep- 
uty’ from a southern district, said 
he had been drunk. 

Assassin Incoherent. 

Authorities said Arnantovich, great- 
ly. agitated, could make no coherent 
statement.

NFLATION WARNING 
SOUNDED BY BANKER 


Investment Association Pres- 
ident Outlines Present 
Conditions. 


The nation’s economic stability 
hinges on removal of the impending 
threat of inflation, Orrin G. Wood, 
of Boston, president of the Invest- 
ment Bankers’ Association of Ameri- 
ca last night told about 50 promi- 
nent Atlantans assembled at a dinner 
in his honor. James D. Robinson Jr., 
Atlanta banker, presided as toast- 
master. 

Earlier in the day Wood addressed 
about 100 members of the southern 
group of the association at a business 
conference. He was accompanied by 
Alden H. Little, executive vice presi- 
dent of the association. 

“Inflation would be one of. the 
most terrible catastrophes which could 
happen to us, and we must sel] the 
American public on that idea,” Wood 
asserted. “No matter who goes into 
power in Washington, there must be 
no inflation and there must be bal- 
anced federal budgets. 

Low Interest Cause. 

“Low interest rates now current 
were caused because of the fact that 
about $3,000,000.000 had accumulat- 
ed over a period of years, and busi- 
ness did not demand it for credit ex- 
tensions because businesses and in- 
dustries were not producing at such 
a rate that it could use additional 
funds. 

“That fund also was swelled be- 
cause of the hazards of European 
investments due to unsettled condi- 
tions there. That meant that in- 
vestors were reluctant to make for- 
eign investments. It ig my belief 
that low interest rates will continue 
for some time. 

“If inflation comes, I do not believe 
it will be through a currency chan- 
nel, but rather through an extension 
of additional credits. All investments 
of whatever character will be ex- 
tremely vulnerable if inflation comes. 
When prices go up unseasonably be- 
yond a fair levelijof supply and de- 
mand, they must come down. 

Inflation Will Hurt. 

“It is my belief that if inflation 
does come, it will be because of fed- 
eral governmental extravagance and 
the unwillingness of the national gov- 
ernment to cut expenses to meef re- 
ceipts. The average individual will 
not be benefited by inflation but on 
the contrary it is my opinion that 
he will be injured materially. 

“If the federal government con- 
tinues to borrow money to meet budg- 
et deficits, and if no check is placed 
on. such a procedure through public 
opinion, I think inflation will be in- 
evitable. The best way to let the peo- 
ple know what to expect would be to 
levy taxes to provide funds for fed- 
eral expenditures. 

‘‘There are those who contend that 
low interest rates encourage spending 
instead of saving. High taxes dis- 
courage saving. Sound investments, 
however, are good and in the long 
run will pay the individual. Specu- 
lation always is unsound,” he said. 

Protests Urged. 

“Believing that no greater curse 
could come to this ~——t than in- 
flation, I believe we should attempt 
to stop it in its inception. If each 
of us adds his voice in protest, those 
in power may take proper steps to 
prevent such a mistake. 

“Uncertainty of political actions 
and continued unsound governmental 
policies are the only threats to the 
return of economic stability. 

“Stocks and bonds are selling at 
a relatively high level, and I think 
real estate too ig improving. 

“There is still a large accumula- 
tion of funds seeking investment, 80 
that the demand for securities should 
continue to be good. There is still a 
large amount of refunding to be done 
that would be advantageous to cor- 
porations. Finally, and even more 
important, the general business out- 
look ig in many respects encouraging, 
and’ it is ssible that during the 
course of the year business activity 
may reach a high enough level to 
stimulate a demand on the part of 
corporations for new capital for pur- 

ses of business expansion. he 
2.225,000,000 par value of new cor- 

rate issues sold during 1935, only 
$400,000,000 represented financing to 
obtain new capital. 

“On the other hand, if we take the 
10-year period from January 1, 1921, 
to January 1, 1931. and omit the ab- 
normal years of 1928 and 1929, we 
find that the average annual corpo- 
rate financing amounted to almost 
$4,500.000,000, and of this amount 
over $3,500,000,000 represented fi- 
nancing to obtain new funds. 58o, 
even though 1935 was the best year 
that the investment banking business 
has experienced since 1931, you can 
see that there ie still a. good deal of 
room for improvement.”

“If your telegrams can be pawed 
over at will by agents of a partisan 
political group, what assurance have 
you that your mail may not be tam- 
pered with? What assurance have you 
that your telephone wires may not be 
tapped and your conversations report- 
ed? What assurance have you that 
dictaphones may not be placed in your 
offices or your homes?’ 

Both Robert Burns, of New York,

Order From Confusion. 
Comparing the farmers’ meeting 
and their efforts with the original con- 
stitutional convention, Wallace said 
he believed the farmers would bring 
order from confusion. 


“If we attempted to find an answer 
for all our problems,” Wallace said, 
“we'd get little done in 1936. But if 
I have sensed the temper of the men 
present, we are going to do the job.” 

“We don’t want this new act im- 
periled by the Supreme Court,” Wal- 
lace asserted, warning the farmers 
that production control as such had 
vanished. 

Turning his remarks to the cotton 
situation, Wallace continued: 

“We can’t proceed as definitely to 
raise cotton prices as we did under 
the old act. But when the aetates 
come into the new program, we can 
work on soil preservation and increas- 
ing. the national income. 

I'm not so sure but that better 
farm income is a more desirable goal 
than better farm prices, which were 
part of the aim of the old act.” 

With the nation expected to turn 
30,000,000 acres of commercial crop 
land to soil conserving purposes in 
1936, Wallace said, the south should 
contribute 12,000,000 to 13,000,000 
acres, of which 11,000,000 acres 
should be cotton land. 


Conservation Sought. 


“We may not be able to do every- 
thing we'd like to do to have the price 
of cotton as high as we'd like to have 
it,” Wallace said, “but we are working 
for soil conservation. 

“If we can divert 11,000,000 acres 
of cotton and 2,000,000 other acres 
into grasses and other soil conserving 
crops this year, the situation for the 
future of the south should have tre- 
mendous significance.” 

Wallace urged election by farmers 
of membership to county control com- 
mittees, but cautioned the delegates 
that pay for the committeemen would 
have to come from the general appro- 
priation. 

He said he believed the eight farm- 
er committees working on detail of the 
program should have answers for 
many of the problems by tomorrow 
night. 


Real Problem. 

At a brief press conference, Wallace 
said the “question of seed for plant- 
ing of 30 acres of soil con- 
serving crops this year is a real prob- 
lem.” He indicated .a shortage in 
alfalfa seed may cause difficulty. 

‘Except for his brief extemporaneous 
address, Wallace remained behind clos- 
ed doors, conferring with delegates and 
working on the program. He said his 
reports from the Chicago regional con- 
ference indicated delegates there were 
“making about the same progress” as 
those here. Wallace will attend the 
Chicago conference tomorrow. He said 
his plans for addressing that meeting 
were incompleted. 

The conference here will adjourn 
after receiving final committee reports 
tomorrow.

Tom Linder, Georgia’s secretary of 
agriculture, here in connection with 
the regional farm meeting, told inter- 
viewers that the soil conservation pro- 
gram outlined yesterday “is bettet 
than the old AAA” and the Bank- 
head act, because “there is no compul- 
sion in this law.” 

“It is up to Secretary Wallace to 
say what he is going to do,” Linder, 
a member of the cabinet of Governor 
Eugene Talmadge, New Deal foe, de- 
clared. “So far, it is just camouflage. 
It is just as strong or just as weak 
as Mr. Wallace, because the law puts 
it all in his hands. 

“Any farmer who follows a_ well- 
en- 
titled to benefits under this act, if 
Mr. Wallace sees fit to give it this 
construction. But all the inequalities 
as to acreage allotments under the old 
AAA and Bankhead law will be con- 
tinued under this new program, as 
the same base acreage will be used, 
according to announcements by speak- 
ers yesterday.” 

Linder qualified his remark that the 
new program is “better than the old 
AAA” by saying that “anything is bet- 
ter than the AAA and the Bankhead 
act,” and said “the only thing the 
new law provides is that Mr. Wal- 
lace is given authority to spend $500.- 
000,000 in such manner as he sees fit.” 


ILLINOIS PLAN ADOPTED 
FOR SUBSIDY PAYMENTS 

CHICAGO, March 6.—(4)—An im- 
portant step toward implementing the 
new soils conservation-subsidy farm 
program in the corn belt was taken 
today with committee approval for the 
“Illinois plan” of benefit payments. 

The benefit payment committee of 
the regional conference of farmers 
from 12 midwestern states voted 12 
to 4 for the “Illinois” plan, although 
the “Ohio” plan won support from 
Kansas, Indiana and Missouri dele- 
gates. 

Under the proposal which got the 
committee’s recommendation, the acre- 
age to be converted to grasses or le- 
gumes—soil rebuilding crops—would 
be computed for each county. Pay- 
ments would be made farmers who in- 
creased their acreage of the desired 
crops from the soil improvement ac- 
count. Warmers already raising more 
than the county average of such crops 
would also receive payments. 

General approval for the broad out- 
lines of the new federal plan contin- 
ued to be voiced by delegates to the 
conference. 

L. J. Taber, master of the National 
Grange, said: “I -am optimistic that 
a plan of greater service to agricul- 
ture can be worked out.” 

W. F. Settlem, former president of 
the Indiana Farm Bureau, who was 
chairman of the Washington farm con- 
ference held after the AAA was de- 
clared unconStitutional, said: “This 
plan will not get as much cash into 
the hands of the farmer as the AAA 
but it will help the country as a 
whole and in the long run is a better 
program.” 


‘COTTON TAX CHECKS 


TO BE MAILED SOON 
CHICAGO, March 6.—(#)—W. F. 
Callander, asistant administrator of 
the AAA, said today that mailing of 
checks for $215,000,000 still to be paid 
under the invalidated farm act would 
be started next week. The administra- 


tion hopes to have all payments made

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France Seeks Right To Operate 
Trans-Atlantic Airplane Service 


Paris Joins European Competition; Planning To Make 
Test Flights During Summer; British Experiments, 
German Companies Previously Intimated. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—(4)— 
France today joined European com- 
petition for the right to operate a 
trans-Atlantic air‘service to the Unit- 
ed States, exchanging formalities with 
this government which cleared the 
way for possible’ experimental flights 
this year. 

British and German companies pre- 
viously had signified their intention 
of making such tests this summer. 

After these experiments, a decision 
will be made on which country or 
countries is to become the European 
terminus of the proposed airline—to 
be operated jointly by priyate com- 
panies here and abroad. + ollie 
cal factors and the desirability of fa- 
cilities offered probably will figure in 
the final choice. 

A French mission composed of rep- 
resentatives of private steamship and 
aviation companies received formal as- 
surances at a meeting today with the 
official American committee on inter- 
national aviation that this govern- 
ment would grant the necessary land- 
ing rights for experimental flights this 
year in return for reciprocal treat- 
ment by France. This was said to 
have been agreed upon. 

Present at the meeting were repre- 
sentatives of two American aviation 
companies which have evinced inter- 
est in the establishment of a trans- 
Atlantic service—Juan TT. ‘Trippe, 
president of Pan-American Airways, 
and Thomas A. Knowles, representing 
the Goodyear-Zeppelin Corporation, of 
Akron; Ohio. 

The official announcement of to- 
day’s conference did not say definite- 
ly that actual experimental flights 
would be made this year from France, 
but merely that the requisite permis- 
sion had been granted if they were 
decided upon. 

In other quarters, however, it was 
indicated that French interests con- 
templated such tests this year, prob- 
ably utilizing a huge flying boat of 
the same type used in regular service 
between France and South America 
over the South Atlantic. 


The official 
however : 

“The results of these flights are 
looked forward to with great confi- 
dence and it is hoped that they will 
lead to a faster and more efficient 
means of communication between the 
two countries.” 

Only. the most general discussion of 
routes was said to have been held at 
the meeting, but it was unders 
the French favored experimenting 
with both the “great circle” course 
followed by Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
> in his flight from New York 
to Paris and a route. via the Azores. 

Neither was it indicated officially 
whether either of the American com- 
panies represented at the meeting now 
contemplate co-operating in the pro- 
posed experiments. It was known, 
however, that the French hoped to 
obtain the collaboration of Pan-Ameri- 
can in any regular service that might 
be established. 

Pan-American officials have indicat- 
ed an intention to participate in ex- 
perimental flights to England with 
Imperial Airways, Ltd., the British 
company, and routes for these by both 
Newfoundland and Ireland, and HBer- 
muda and the Azores have figured in 
tentative discussions. 


The German Lufthansa line is un- 
derstood to be planning to inaugurate 
tests soon from Germany to the Unit- 
ed States via the Azores. 

Members of the French mission, 
who have been traveling in this coun- 
try for a month, were brought to to- 
day’s meeting with the inter-depart- 
mental committee on civil internation- 
al aviation by Ambassador Andre De 
Laboulaye and Major Norbert 
Champseur, air attache of the French 
embassy. 

They were Jean Schneider, secre- 
tary general of the compagnie air 
France, representing the consolidated 
French air lines; Morin De Linclays 
and Edmond Lanier, representing the 
Compagnie Transatlantique Generale 
(French line), a steamship company.

He escaped injury in that bombard- 
ment. ; 

The appearance of the huge Caproni 
observation plane over Addis Ababa 
today, gave the capital its first sight 
of an Italian plane and revived fears 
that bombardment of the seat of the 
Ethiopian government is imminent. 

While the plane circled overhead, 
apparently taking photographs, excit- 
ed soldiers, manning machine guns and 
anti-aircraft guns, fired on the plane. 

Apparently it was not hit. During 
three circling flights it remained at a 
high altitude. 


GENEVA HEARS ETHIOPIA 
HIT RED CROSS BOMBING 

GENEVA, March 6.—(#)—The 
Ethiopian government protested 
strongly to the League of Nations to- 
day against the alleged Italian bomb- 
ing of a British ambulance station in 
northern Ethiopia. 

Foreign Minister Bellaten Gueta He- 
rouy, of Ethiopia, asserted in a tele- 
gram to the League that Italian bombs 
killed three persons near Guoram, 
south of Amba Alagi. 

“At Addis Ababa, the government 
stated four British subjects, including 
Major G. A. Burgoyne, were killed. 

Describing the alleged Italian bom- 
bardment, Gueta Herouy declared that 
“on March 4 about noon, the Italian 
airplane S-62, after bombing the opeg 
town of Quoram and killing noncom- 
batants, proceeded toward the British 
‘Red Cross ambulance three kilometers 
|from the nearest military encamp- 
ment.” 

“After circling it nine times at a 
'very low altitude,” the telegram said, 
\“it dropped no fewer than 40 large 
bombs, killing three wounded men un- 
‘der treatment at the ambulance, fur- 
'ther seriously wounding four others, 
and damaging 


'destroying materials 
' three lorries.” 

Premier Mussolini, an _ Italian 
spokesman at Geneva indicated, might 
answer the League’s appeal for peace 
negotiations within the League’s 
framework tomorrow after a meeting 
of the fascist grand council. Emperor 
Haile Selassie has accepted the plan 
unreservedly.

GREAT BRITAIN SEEKS 

FACTS ABOUT TREATY 

| LONDON, March 6.—(#)—Great 
| Britain, pressed by France for as- 
'surances of support against possible 
German aggression, temporized today 
by moving to obtain the real facts in 
Berlin and Rome as to whether Ger- 
many and Italy intend to denounce 
the Locarno treaty. 

Britain was represented by in- 
formed persons as reluctant to take 
any step which would give Germany 
any excuse for disavowing the pact 
which guaranteed the peace in west- 
ern Europe—especially as _ Britain 
has seen no overt act committed by 
Germany. 

The British, reliable sources said, 
probably will continue to play for 
time until the present unknown fac- 
tors are made clear.

WORKS RELIEF PROBE 
IS PROPOSED BY 6. 0. P. 


Limitation of Any New Suc- 
cor Fund to Billion Also 
Demanded. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—(4)— 
A republican demand for a senate in- 
vestigation of the administration's 
work relief activities was drafted to- 
day in one corner of the capitol, while 
from another came a democratic de- 
mand that any new relief appropria- 
tion be limited to $1,000,000,000 

On still another front, Senator Holt, 
youthful West Virginia democrat, as- 
serted he would vote for a senate in- 
vestigation if WPA “whitewashed” his 
charges that political considerations 
have influenced the West Virginia 
works relief adminisfration. 

Holt made his statement after dis- 
closing that his office desk had been 
“jimmied” during his recent absence 
from Washington to conduct his own 
personal investigation of West Vir- 
ginia WPA activities. 

Police and fingerprint. experts, Holt 
said, had examined the desk, but found 
no fingerprints. Nothing was ‘aken, he 
added, because he had removed all val- 
uable papers. 

Full Investigation. 

The disclosure was made elsewhere 
that Senator Steiwer, republican, 
Oregon, has drafted a resolution call- 
ing for a full senate investigation of 
all expenditures under the $4,800,00U,- 
000 work relief fund voted by congress 
last year. 

On the opposite side of the capitol, 
Chairman Buchanan, democrat, Tex- 
as, of the house appropriations com- 
mittee, asserted that new funds for 
relief should be limited to $1,000,- 
000,000. 

“The most I have ever said I would 
stand for was $1,500,000,000,” he said, 
“and I have always said it ought not 
to be over $1,000,000,000.” 

President Roosevelt and his aids 
continued separate studies of the na- 
tion’s relief load to see how much 
will be needed after next July 1. 

Conference Necessary. 


Mr. Roosevelt told reporters today 
that at least one more conference 
would be necessary before a decision 
could be reached and a message sent 
to congress. In some quarters it has 
been estimated that the amount would 

,000,000,000 if a six-month pro- 
gram is adopted or $2,000,000,000 for 
a full year. 

It was Senator Vandenberg, repub 
lican, Michigan, who disclosed that 
Steiwer bad prepared a resolution call- 
ing for investigation of the whole 
WPA and PWA programs. 

Vandenberg himself suggested last 
night that a nation-wide inquiry 
should be made of reports that poll- 
ticians are collecting campaign funds 
from relief workers. He said today, 
however, he planned no further imme- 
diate action. 

Steiwer declined to comment on his 
resolution, but it was understood he 
was withholding its introduction in 
the belief such an investigation could 
be made by the committee recently set 
up at the instance of Senator Byrd, 
democrat, Virginia, with himself as 
chairman, to study all government bu- 
reaus and agencies to see if their func- 
tions ‘overlap and should be abolished 

The Byrd committee has not yet 
held its initial meeting. Senator Mc- 
Nary, republican, Oregon, the minori- 
ty leader, was named on the commit- 
tee, but has indicated he would not 
serve. Steiwer may take his place.

Henson, chairman of the Fifth Dis- 
trict .-Americanism committee of the 
American Legion. The letter was 
handed to Dr. Sutton in person by 
Commander Van Dyke and Chairman 
Henson. 

_ Two Irk Veterans. 

The wrath of the veterans is di- 
rected against Harold Kuggs and 
George 8. Counts. Anti-patriotic lit- 
erature, prepared by Counts, is to be 
distributed at the convention, it was 
charged by Chairman Henson last 
night, and Ruggs has several spots on 
the program which is scheduled tor 
Friday and Saturday of next week. 
Counts is not listed as a. speaker on 
the program, but Henson declared 
last night, that Hugg is his mouth- 
piece.

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ENGLAND'S AIR FORGE 
SEEKS LARGER BUDGET 


Britain To Begin Experimen 
on Transatlantic Lines 
: in Summer. 


LONDON, March 6.—%)—Great 
Britain’s air force will ask parlia- 
ment to increase its budget for 1936 
by 13,015,000 pounds (about $65,000,- 
000) over last year because. of spe- 
cial expenditures “in connection with 
the Italo-Ethiopian dispute,” it was 
announced officially today. 


Viscount Swinton, secretary for air, 
said an appropriation of 39,000,000 
pounds (about $195,000,000) will be 
sought. The proposed increase makes 
the 1936 budget approximately 11-2 
times that of 1935. si. 

Viscount Swinton also disclosed that 
Imperial Airways, subsidized by the 
government, will begin experimental 
flights this summer looking toward 
opening of a trans-Atlantic airline. 

The air force estimates contained 
an-item of 20,000 pounds for aid to 
these experiments, and another 75,000 
pounds for possible contributions re- 
quired in connection with the estab- 
lishment of necessary seaplane and 
land plane bases. 

Lord Swinton asked a grant of 

9,000 pounds, half the projected an- 
nual subsidy to Imperial Airways, for 
a Bermuda-New York air service to 
be operated jointly by Imperial Air- 
ways and Pan-American Airways, 
which is expected to start this sum- 
mer.

ICE-JAMMED RIVER 
BRINGS FLOOD FEAR 


Nine Families Aroused From 
Sleep, Flee Homes To Es- 
cape Rising Waters. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., March 6.—(#) 
A grinding, crunching field of ice 
jammed its way down the Susquehan- 
na river toward Harrisburg today, 
bringing threat of flood and damage 
to towns and summer colonies along 
the western bank. 

The ice pounded through a week-

He was a Georgian. He was from Burke county, where 


Waynesboro is. 


He was one of those mutilated and bayonet-tossed by the 
4,000 men of Santa Anna, who stormed the Alamo and its force 


of 182 men. 


In Tennessee yesterday they remembered Davy Crockett, 
who chewed tobacco and whose rule for living was, ‘‘Be sure 
you’re right, then go ahead.” He died with Bowie. Bowie was 
desperately ill. But he loaded guns and handed them to Crock- 
ett. And when the Mexicans came to the room, Bowie met them 
with the knife that bears his name. 

_T have seen the little room where they died. There is 

a sign there on the door saying that in this doorway 

Crockett’s body was found with the Mexican dead car- 

peting the floor before him. And there is the room 


where Bowie died. 


“ We celebrate lesser héroes than Jim Bowie. They do not 
know much about him. Except that he knew how to die. 
He was a wanderer. He was a fighter. He was a part of 
the chaotic west, the tough old west of the knife and the rifle. 
There is a record of him hunting a lost gold mine in Cali- 
fornia in 1828. He had eight years left of life. The Alamo was 
ahead. He was born “about” 1799. There is another story of 
a Mexican fight when his sword broke and he fought on. From 
that he got the idea of a knife with a handle. The hand would 
not slip down on the blade then, when the point struck a bone. 
They liked Jim Bowie’s knife. They liked it so well 
a firm in England began to make them of keen steel. 
And Texas bought more of them than any other country 


in the world. 


They fought under their own flag that day. It was later a

Le- 
vinsky was just a has-been. Retzlaff 
never could fight much. He won't find 
me scared. He’s got to prove in the 
ring that he can beat me.” 

If Schemling has thought up any 
method of fighting Louis @fter watch- 
ing the negro knock out Paulino in 
New York several months ago, he 
wouldn’t disclose it. 

“I'll figure that out after we get 
into the ring,” he said with a smile.

the United Artists. Recently he joined 
with Mary Pickford (who was a star 
in some of his early. pictures) to form 
the Pickford-Lasky pany. ., 

Among the pictures Mr. Lasky has 
produced are “Stella Maris,” “Am- 
arilly of Clothes Line Alley,” “The 
Little American” -and “Romance of 
the Redwoods.” In the last, Zazu Pitts 
had her first contract and was started 
on the way to becoming a star. 

One evening Mr. Lasky watched a 
play in Paris, and went behind the 
scenes to~talk with a certain actor. 
“How would you like to go to Ameri- 
ca and make motion pictures?” asked

actor. “I've tried time and again to 


go into pictures, but no one had 
enough faith in me.” 

The actor was given a five-year 
contract, and when he appeared in 
the movies was highly successful. His 
name was Maurice Chevalier. 

Another noted producer is David

was trained in motion picture arts by 
his father, a pioneer in the industry.

HOUSE VOTES FUND

Managers Named and Case 
Expected To Be Opened 
at Early Date. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—(?)— 
Preliminaries to the senate impeach- 
ment trial of Federal Judge Halsted 
L. Ritter, of the southern Florida 
district, were cleared away today as 
the house selected its trial managers. 

Judiciary committee Chairman Sum- 
ners, democrat, Texas, will head the 
managers, together with Representa- 
tives Perkins, republican, New Jersey, 
and Hobbs, democrat, Alabama.

Daniel doesn’t like jail. He was in 
them for 15 years and twice he risked 


his life in escapes. Finally, he ap- 
pealed to the sympathies of Governor 
Talmadge and was paroled. 

Daniel does like his liquor. It was 
a tough problem he had weighing that 
$30 and another drink of liquor 
against freedom for the rest of his 
life and no liquor until he could find 
a job and buy a drink. 

| Daniel picked the $30. It looked 
'like easy money. He was sure he 
could get away with it and he needed 
that drink badlya ‘He needed that 
$30. With that much money, his 
drinking problems would be solved 
for several days, at least, and how 
in the world would anyone know? He 
had had a hard night the night be- 
fore. So, he made up what mind he 
had left on the spot. 

| A mail carrier, making his rounds 
'on February 1, was accosted at Ash- 
'by and Bankhead avenue by Daniel. 

“I’m Olin Pugh—you got a letter 
for me?” said Daniel. 

“What sort of letter?” 

“Well, I ought to be getting my 
pension check today.” 

“Where do you live?” asked the 
mail carrier. 

“Over there—1309 Bankhead high- 
way,” answered Daniel. 

The carrier shuffled through his 
letters and handed Daniel the check. 
Forged Name. 

Daniel walked over to a postoffice 
substation near by and borrowed a 
government pen to forge Olin Pugh’s 
name to the check. Then he went to 
a near-by store and bought some flour, 
some sugar and some coffee. He 

pocketed the change. 

Daniel knew Olin Pugh, a war vet- 
eran, who lived at the Bankhead high- 
way address and was sick at home 
—in fact, on his deathbed. He died 


February 2, the day after Daniel stole 
his check. 

Daniel took the flour, sugar and 
coffee to Mrs. Pugh, but he kept the 
money he had received as change. 

United States Secret Service Oper- 
ative Henry S. Tyson arrested Daniel 
late Thursday night in a Walton 
street poolroom and yesterday Daniel 
was placed under $2,500 bond by 
United States Commissioner E. 8S. 
Griffith. Unable to make the bond he 
he was locked up. 

Was State Lifer. 

In the confession that Daniel sign- 
ed yesterday, he revealed himself as 
a paroled state prisoner. He had been 
serving a life term at Milledgeville 
and in various chain gangs for the 
murder of a bailiff in Cherokee coun- 
ty, in 1921. The bailiff had tried‘ to 
seize a truckload of Daniels’ liquor 
and Daniel killed the bailiff, he said 
yesterday. 

Shortly after he was sentenced. in 
1921, he escaped. He was working ina 
rock quarry, he said, and he broke his 
ankle chains with the sledge hammer 
he was using in the quarry. 

“What did the guards do?’ asked 
Tyson. 

“Oh, they never have enough guards. 
Three of us got away that time,” an- 
swered Daniel. 

Paroled By Talmadge. 

He was recaptured, but in 1926 he 
escaped again. Again he was recap- 
tured. Last year, Governor Talmadge 
paroled him. Under the parole, he was 
to behave himself for a year and the 
life charge would be wiped off the 
record. 

He only had until June 17 to go to 
finish up his parole term. But the 
pressure was too strong. He took to 
drinking, he said yesterday and the 
theft and forgery resulted.

Dr. Corlis said she began to show 
signs of awakening about four weeks 
ago. 

He described the disease as not the 
usual sleeping sickness, but a rare 
type “caused by her ductless gland sys- 
tem being out of balance.”
